Tt ia a mistake to suppose that Bolshevism has infected Britain 
This is the conclusion rrached by Dr. Arthur Shadwell, author and 
journalist, who Las juat concludad an exhaustive investigation into 
the revolutianars movement in Great Britain on behalf of The Times. 
Dr. Shadwell has toured tho industrial areas searching for causes 
and tendencies of the prevailing nnrest, and he says that ferment and 
revolution ara undobtedly working intha. hearts of a oumber of 
people of which exemplars exist everywhere who would “get up a 
yevolution in Heaven.” But in Britain these ara comparatively faw 
and are powerless owing to the.abserce of material on which to work. 
Hesaya thst Bolshevism is essentially international, depending upon 
externa! propaganda forits existence. Consequently, there is a 
tendency to discern the hand of Moscow in any British revolutionary 
manitestation. But this isa mistake. Bolshevism has-made the 
idea of revolution familiar, but its influence is steadily waninc, 
Tndaed, opinion ia hardening against Moscow's dictatorial tenats 
which are abhorrent to the British tamperament.

The Premiers will be invited to fix the composition, date and 
meoting place of the Constitutioasl Cocference.

Owing tothe maenituce 
of the problems to be discussed the Imperial Ministers consider thar 
representation should be larger than atthe old-time Conferences | 
including members of the Opposit!

Llosd Creorse is ti taauhnit comprehensive proposals, and also 
inter-Empire communications and vacinus problema arising from the 
peace sestlement, Iria felt that the Japano-American and Chino-

Lord Curzon'’S*Refutation of Chicherirf 
London, Febru ory 6. 

Tha Foreign Office publishes.a telegram from M. Chic. -rin dated 
December 51, repudiating mspossibility fur protragtion of the com- 
mercial newctiations, declaring his readiness to accept the trade 
agreement concluded last summer and uto confer with the British 
Government in reference to the latiee’s subserjusnt elaboration of 
the poltical clauses thereof Lord Curzon replied yesterday 
refuting Chicherin’s assartions, recalling especially tHe delass 
caused by Kamenefi’s intervention in the internal politics of Britain. 
and Russian ill-treatment of the detained Britishers, He declared 
thatthe present delay was duc to persistent equivocation by tbe 
Soviet Government with regard to the conditions accepted in July. 

With reference to propaganda, Lord Curzon insists, that if the 
Soviet sincerely intends to carty out is undertakings there can be 
no objection to definition of the areas to which these undertakings 
specifisally refer, Britian therefore hopes that instead of continu. 
ing barren polemica the Soviet will aceeot the trade mureement, in 
sincere execution of which will bo found the firs? step towards the. 
reconstruction of material prosperity in Eastern Europe. 

Lord Curzon insists on geographical definition of the areas in 
which the Sovi+t undertakes to refrain from propszanda, offering to 
undertake a similar ublixation with reference to any area in which 
the Soviet can fairly claim special interests.”

THE ROOTS OF THE EVIL 
IN MODERN THOUGHT. 


Dr. Kato on Present Day 
Tendencies and Dangers. 


Under thia heading, Dr. Kata 
Genchi writed in tha December 
number of the Der Ninpon, thar 
aince the Great Evropean War 
various kinds of thoughts and 
ideas have been introduced into 
Japan. Aas a result sabotaze 
and strikes became frequent 
allover ths cauntry. They have 
became so frequent that the 


| public has grown used to such 


oecurrences—there ig practically 
atendency to feel that thay are 
nothiag but natural phenomena 
in present day sociaty. All this 
must be attributed to the fact 
thatthe people of Japan today 
have come tu place individual 
tightaon an unwholesome basis 
In other words, it is the result of 
a mistake caused by too literal a 
translation of the ideas imported 
from abroad. . 

Labour and social movements 
have been rife in the Western 
States of Europa since the War, 
Strikes are of frequent occurrance. 
It should be remembered in this 
connection that daring the war 
nathing whatever waa done for 
the people for their fodd supply. 
They have been made to suifer in 
such conditions for f.ur and a 
halfloog years. The only hone 
given them was the restoration

THE BLACK MAN AS 
BOXER. 


Why Negroes Excel at 
Pugilism. 


Thosa intereated in boxing will 
note what Mr. Stophen Graham 
says about the fichting black man 
in his new book, “ Chikiren of the 
Slaves" (published) by . Mesars 
Macmillan & Co., London): 

“A very interesting young 
caloured trainer took me aver the 
shipbuilding yards (at Newport 
Naws) the next day. He was an 
enthusiassio boxer, and I asked 
him the cause of negro excellence 
in this sport. For there‘are at 
leass three negro boxers whom 
oo white boxera have been able 
to beat, and this excellence has 
caused the championship rules to 
be altered so sa to disquatify 
coloured champion’. “Ho said 
is was due to the quicker eye and 
greater agzressiveness—above all 
to the greater aggressiveness. 
The negro is a born tighter. It 
is true he has greater endurance 
aod amoch harder skull}, but he 
has also remarkable aptitode.” 

* Haa the negro more science ? 
Tasked. 

“ No. perhaps not somuch. He 
has fighting blood, that’s what 
it is. His ancestors fought for 
thousands of years.” 

E remarked that the Red 
Indians fought als>, .but thay 
were poor boxers. Ha pot that 
down to slight physiqae. 

“Tot tired af watching box 
ing matches io the Army,” sald 
lL. “The bulkier and more brat- 
altypes alwars seemed to get 
the better of those who were 
merely skilful. Lexpect that is 
why we don’t like watching a 
certo and a white man boxing 
it is too much a triumph of body 
over mind” : 

“There's no finer sigh? than to 
watch two negroes well matched 
said the trainer, with a smile, 

I thoush: good boxing showed 
more the animal side of a man, 
and I recalled a reported 
saying of Johnson" I'sa ready 
to. fight mos "any man 
that they is. an’ if they cahn's 
Gad any msa, whys just send me 
down a great big black Russian 
bear.” ’ 

“It jarred the white folk terri- 

te bad that Jack Johnson was 

the real champion of the world,” 
said theTtrainer. “When the 
news came through of Jack John- 
son beating Jefnes so faraway 
as Reno, Nevada, the white folk 
began pulling the negroes off the 
street cars in Norfolk, Virginia, 
and beating therm, jas! to vent 
their rage: thet were so sore.”

Responsible Government under the Montasu-Chelmsford 
acheme has been inaugurated in the grea: British dependency of 
the Middle Eas:. This marcss large advance in the autonomous 
movement instituted earlier in the century by Lord Morley, and 
coupled with the representation of India a: the League of Nations 
“Assombly and the appointmen: of a High Commissioner for India in 
England shoold convince the inhabitants of that country that 
Britain is mindful of native aspirations. Under the new regime 
the Legislature is placed in the hands of a Council of State of 50 
members, of whom 2F are elective and 29 nominative, ond a 
Legislative Azsembly of 100 members, of whom two-thirds are 
elective; while the Provincia! Governments, with a substantial 

’ majority of elected members, are given the widest independence 
from superior control in legislative, administrative, and financial 
matters compatibla with the due discharge by the Government of 


India of its own responsibilities. 


As far as possible there will be 


complete popular control of the municipalities. The working of 

the ,whole system is to be reviewed by the Imperial authorities 
decennially to see what further improvements may be practicable. 

These are sabstantial contributions to autonomy, and illustrate 

the very notable progress which. India has made in- this direction 

7 during the last dozen years. They have met with ‘appreciation from 

a large, thoughtful, and influential body of Indianopinion. Were the 

movement to go no farther the reforms represant a distinctly valuable 

degree of self-government; it may be that they are preparatory to 

the ultimate acquisition of the status of a self-governing Dominion. 

, Certainly the new legislative bodies will provide an admirable 


training-ground for native statesmen. 


How far these natives avail 


themselves of the. opportunity rests with themselves. While the 
new developments are welcomed by the more responsible elements, 
the very vocal faction Ied by Mr. Gandhi and his asssciates is doing 
its best to stifle this promising step in the evolusion of Indian 
government. This faction is of like character to the’ most 


‘ Yrreconcilable section of Sinn Fein. 


It is now seeking to so alter 


the constitation of the Indian National Congress as to make 
Swarsjya synonymous, not with self-government along with the 


British connection, but with total severance.

Industrial Depression. 

We are haaring a very great 
desl from Home thesa days 
regarding tho prevalence of un- 
employment due to acute in- 
dustrisldepression. Tha poaltion 
in the shipbuilding trede would 
appear to be acuta, reports of the 
closing of works and tha discharge. 
of man being received in London 
from various parts of the country. 
The matter has, apparentlr, bean 
engssiog the serious consider- 
ation of the Gavernment and pro- 
posals have bean made for the 
general adoption of shart-tima in 
order to minimise tho actual 
number of men and women for 
whom there is not enough work. 
But these proposals do noi 
seem to meet with general 
approval for they are feared 
to produce conditions below 
rasgonable subsistence levels. 
That is alwass the danger of 
short-time. though one cannat 
help thinking thst that is better 
than widespread unemployment 
with the distress that ascom- 
panies it, But things are not so 
black 8s ta quench the optimism 
of at laas: one prominen: mer- 
chant. Mr. Blakemore, the Pra 
sident af the National Chamber 
of Trade, has confidently declared 
that the present bad times will 
quickly pass and that a period of 
happiness and prosperity is com- 
ing. His reasons are given in 
the morning cables and they 
make cheering reading. The 
pressnt depression is oasily 
understandable when recentcom- 
mercial history is taken note of. 
The boam of 1919 was caused by 
unprecedented demands for goods 
following the sears of war-time 
stagnation—a demand tbat had 
the effect of raising prices: td 
almost dizzy heights. Workers 
demanded: and = received high 
remuneration and “production 
costs wero a: a level never 
previously known. With the 
satisfying of.the demand there 
came an almost absup! stoppage 
of orders, due to the‘reslisation 


that the high prices conld no: 
continue, and. manufacturers, in 
order to mee: their own high 
costs, were forced to reduce the 
siza of their expensive staffs. 
Many other factors bavg combin- 
ed to make the presoltt acute 
position, the only remedy for 
which would seem to be lower 
prices, lower wages, keoner com- 
petition. Woe shall have to get 
back to something like pre-war 
standards if we are going to 
ensure the pre-war steadiness of 
Britain's iadustrial condition. 
Labour and Capizal would do 
well to realise that soon, and 
would do well al3s0 to c>operate 
towards securing that mos? desir- 
able end. The gospel of co-opara- 
tion has often been preached but 
the desirability of that state has 
never been more urtgen: than 
now. Ps 


Lord Reading and India. 


Whether there are any solid 
grounds for believing in the 
Home papers’ prediction that 
Lord Reading will probably be 
the next Viceroy of Indias still 
temains to be seen, though we 
have to confess that we werea 
littls surprised at the coupling of 
his name with the post. Perhaps 
there is no man among the pre- 
sent-day great men of Exgland 
who has had a more interesting 
career thaa the present Lord 
Chief Justice of England. Ha is 
not as all ashamed of the fact 
that he began life asa boy before 
tbe mast and that he served for a 
time in tha office of his father 
who wasa small merchant in the 
City. Deciding on the legal pro- 
fession he was called to the bar 
at the age of 41; within’six years 
from tha? time, durigg’ which 
period he had gained for himself 
fame as aneloquent and astute 
counsel, he was given the 
post of Solicitor-General. 
Withico less than 4 “twelve- 
month he was Attorney-General 
and within three years he was 
given the highest legal appoint- 
ments in the land--nine short 
years after he became s Bencher 
of the Middle Temple. His career 
bas accurately been described as 
meteoric. A fluent speaker, he 
gained success at bis first ventore 
for Parliamentary .honours and 
represented Reading from 1904 to 
1913, and has been a member of 


[the Cabinet since 1912. He under- 


took with conspicuous success a 
special mission to America in 
1918 and it is said that it was 
largely owing to his visit that 
American financial aid was so 
heartily forthcoming for the 
Allied cause. He is s man 
seemingly born to succeed 
though one can hardly imegine 
this cold, steely-eyed lawyer and 
diplomat at the head -of an 
Executive of India | where 
sympathetic understandiag and 
generous- tolerance are needed.

Lecture by Dr. Rupert 
Hallam. 


An address at the instsnce of 
the Nationa! Council for Camba:- 
ing Venereal Diseases was 
delivered Iast evening jn the hall 
of the Hongkong Chamber of 
Commerce before a large assem- 
blage of males, The Hon. Mr. 
P. H. Holyoak, the representative 
of the Chamber of Commerce on 
the Legislative Council, presided 
and the lecturer was Dr. Rupert 
Hallam, member of tha Commis- 
sion which is travelling in the Far 
East to study problems in 
connection with the-evil. 


As desired, we abstain from 
recording the proceeding i” 
extensu, but there can scarcely be 
an¥: reason against giving sn 
outline of the lecture, especially 
as Dr. Hallam acknowledged the 
service rendered by the one 

enerally in opening its columns 
io a Mea i of the evil 

Dr. Hallam, outlining the work 
of the Royal Commission which 
reported in England in 1916, 
said that this was essentially 
2 public health question, and 
therefore to ignore 2% was 2 radi- 
cal mistake. Ignorance on the 
subject had been largely the cause 
of the spread of diseasa among 
tke innocent as well as the guilty. 
More than half the children in 
blind institutions were so afflicted 
becausa of infected parentage. 
The lecturer emphasised 
the importance of immediate 
treatment. Speaking of tke 
ezhical side the lecturer wel- 
comed the attention: which the 
other sex was paying to the 
problem. Ass medical msn Dr. 
Hallam repudiated the idea thas 
indulgence was necessary to 
health: ise 

The Chairman, expressing ap- 
preciation of the address, said the 
day had passed when people could 
refuse to face facts. He invited 
the lecturer's views in regard to 
segregation and medical examina- 
tion of females. 

Dr. Hallam replied that he was 
glad such questions bad been pat 
as there was widespread mis- 
apprehension with respect to such 
methods. A volume of evidence 
indicated that so far from disease 
being prevented thereby, these 
methods increased it, because 
they indaced a false senso of 
security. In regard to segregation 
it simply meact in practice: that 

a woman wés pronounced 
infected sha continued the same 
life, having’ no other resources, 
away from the licensed quarter. 
The system had beensbandoned as 
useless by 8 number of Continent- 
al countries and by the United 
States and Canada, and, further, 
the Commission learned duriog 
their recent visit there that Japan 
was discardingIthe system ss a 
failure without further delay. The 
medical examination was largely 
useless, because the symptoms 
bad not always. eppeared at the 
time, sad disedae might be con- 
tracted in between examinations, 
besides which the habitual ex- 
aminotion gl re oe ‘acters was 
derogatory to the profession.
